H O R N E STABL ER. 


I t is a fault w ith m ost stables th a t they 
nre built for m en rather than for horses. 
W e wish to point out two common errors 
into w hich not a few builders are liable 
to fall in constructing stables, especially 
those upon farms. The first is in having 
tlic doors and upper lloor ns low as they 
onerally are.
